WOMAN WAS KILLED 
BEFORE CHILDREN 


Little Children Not Harm- 
ed by Insane Grovetown 
Man, Who Stands Off the 
Posse After Him. 


Augusta, Ga, January 1.—Claude 
Jordan, aged 43, member of one of 
the most prominent families of Colum- 
Dia county, this afternoon killed. him- 
gelf, after having shot and probably 
killed a negro, shot a. white man 
through .the neck, killed his wife and 
terrorizefi the entire town of Grove- 
town, 14 miles from here, nearly five 
hours by threatening to kill anyone 
who came near enough. 

Jordan has twice been in a sani- 
tarium for insanity, and it appears 
that his mental balance gave way this 
morning about “10 o’clock as a result 
of having shot a negro by the name 
of Major Green last night. 

It is generally believed that Green 
was killed, but his body has not yet 
been found. 

This morning Jordan, who is a 
brother of the school commissioner of 
Columbia county, began acting queerly 
about 10. o’clock. Neighbors noticed 
that he was drilling up and down his 
front yard with his wife, carrying a 
shotgun over his shoulder. 

Slew Interceding Friends. 

J. E. Beale, an intimate friend and 
who was supposed to havea strong 
influence over Jordan, stopped, en- 
@aged the crazed man in conversation, 
gave him a chew of tobacco and start- 
ed to walk away. When he had pre- 
ceded only a few steps Jordan fired on 
him, part of a load of buckshot taking 
effect in the back of the neck. Jordan 
then coolly made his wife. go into the 
house with him and in a short time 
two shots and screams were heard. 

It was known that two little chil- 
dren were in the house with Jordan 
And his wife ‘and when, later, Jordan 
@gain appeared in front of his house 
it was believed he’ had killed his wife 
and both-the: children. A crowd from 
town formed and attempted to get 
Jordan,..who threatened to kill the 
first who came within gunshot dis- 
tance. 

Two Children Not Hurt. 

Finally, when he went within doors 
a number of people, armed with rifles, 
drew near enoughtofire on the house 
and stood guard while Julian J. 
Zachry crawled up and discovered that 
the two little children ‘were alive. He 
enticed the little girl, between 8 and 
10, -to come to him in the back yard 
and induced her to call the smaller 
child cut. 

The moment the children were got 
out of the way the crowd began fir- 
ing into-the house, and when no re- 
ply came the house was rushed at 5:30 
o'clock this afternoon. Jordan was 
found lying in one of the rooms. with 
one side of his head literally. shot 
away by a load of buckshot from his 
Own gun, which lay besidé him. Mrs. 
Jordan’s nude body, horribly’ shot 
through the stomach, was found hid- 


den between two mattresses in one of 
the bedrooms. 


ARRESTS IN 1913 
SHOW DECREASE 


Annual Report of Chief 
Beavers Puts Total Num- 
ber of Arrests at 17,022, as 
Against 17,739 in 1912. 


It appears from statistics re- 
vealed in the annual _ report , of 
Chief Beavers that 3,000 prisonérs 
were arrested during 1913 for 
drunkenness. Of this number there 
were many women. Christmas fig- 
ures show, however, that there has 
been a decrease in Christmas jags— 
or, at least, a decrease in the ar- 
rests of Christmas jagsters. 


There has been a slight decrease 
during 1913 in both arrests and police 
court fines, according to statistics in 
the anntial report tabulated for Chief 
Beavers late last night. 

The number of arrests during the 
past year was 17,022. The preceding 
year’s total was 17,739, showing a de- 
crease of 737 arrests. 

The decrease in fines imposed in re- 
corder’s court is shown in the follow- 
ing figures: 

1$12—$168,096. 

1913—$150,235. 

The nummber of days imposed upon 
prisoners sentenced to the stockade 
without other alternative also fell 
short of the record of 1912. This year’s 
figures were 13,419, while the record 
\of 1912 was 17,084. 

The largest number of arrests were 
for disorderly conduct, which blankets 
any police charge Six hundred and 
ninety-two blind tigers were arrested 
during the year.

Many 
wounded came in from different points 
up and down the river and are held in 
a church.: Red Cross officials wired 
for three doctors and several nurses. 

“I am still driving federals back, 
first disarming them. Have now over 
-00 rifles, other arms and ammunition. 
Expect at-any time during the fight 
that the greater part of the federal 
army, possibly two or three thousand, 
may be forced to cross. the river. I 
have made dispositions to disarm and 
hold them if this takes place. At this 
hour I have one troop patrolling be- 
tween the town and the river and an- 
Other riding roads north of Ojinaga 
leading toward Shafter. 

“A few shells fired by rebels fell 
close to or on the American bank of 
the river north of the town. No one 
was injured. I sent a demand to Gen- 
eral Ortega, warning him against con- 
sequences of such action.

Horrifying Sights. 

‘Horrifying sights were witnessed on 
the American side before daylight. 
The wounded soidiers with shattered 
arms, legs shot eff and injuries that 
later proved fatal, struggled through 
the river and pleaded to the American 
soldiers for help. 

All the physicians and medical sup- 
plies available here were placed atthe 
service of the disabled federals. Be- 
fore dawn more than 200 wounded had 
sought relief on tkis side. Some of 
these were so badly injured that they 
begged the American soldiers to kill 
them: 

From the war-scarred little Village 
of Ojinaga, back a mile from the 
river, there came what appeared to, be 
an endless tide of wounded. 

Federal deserters also came to the 
river in great numbers, indicating that 
the bulk of Huerta’s army was dis- 
posed to give up. All the deserters 


who were not wounded, however, were | 


disarmed on this side and sent back 
by Major McNamee, commanding the 
United States border patrol. Major Mc- 
Namee has mo. than 300 guns which 
he took from deserters. 

During the night the froaning of 
the wounded on the battlefield on the 
opposite side of the river could be 
heard by the American cavalrymen. 
The firing in the darkness seemed to 
be heavier than it had been hitherto. 

All women, children and non-com- 
batants of Ojinaga came to the river 
and were taken to the American side. 

Red Cross headquarters on this side 
where the federal wounded are being 
cared for now is as active as a field 
hospital on a battlefield.

DEATH OF HOUGHTON 
~ SHOCK TO ADMIRERS 


Brilliant Author of “Hindle 
Wakes” Only 32 Years Old 
When Summons Came. 


London, January 1.—The sudden 
death of Stanley Houghton, the Man- 
chester dramatist and the author of 
“Hindle Wakes,’ came as a terrible 
shock not only to his many friends 
admirers, but to the thousands 
who enjoyed his now famous plays. He 
was, of course, only 32 years old, at the 
very beginning of what most of us 
were sure was to be a brilliant career. 
To be sure, the plays he turned out in 
such rapid succession after “Hindle 
Wakes” made such an instantaneous 
success were disappointing, to say the 
least, yet I think we all believed that 
he would eventually “find his feet,” 
perhaps by returning to the people and 
the class he knew so well—the middle 
class Lancashire folk among whom hé 
was born and brought up—and that 
then he would write plays that would 
fulfill the promise of his early_ efforts. 

“Hindle Wakes,” of course, brought 
him a small-sized fortune, estimated 
by those who are in a position to know 
best at about $100,000. “The Younger 
Generation” also brought him money, 
although nothing like so much as the 
first-named play. Yet, with all his suc- 
cess, Houghton remained modest, un- 
assuming, shy and not at all sure of 
he worth of his work. In fact, it is said 
by his closest friends that the great 
success of “Hindle Wakes” surprised 
no ene more than it did its author. On 
a other hand, when the critics and 
t* audience failed to find merit in 
other of his plays, Houghton never took 
exception to their judgment. I remem- 
ber when Arthur Bourchier produced 
“Trust the People’ at the Garrick and 
it feN flat, he called some of the crit- 
ics in and gave them a tongue-lashing. 
In the midst of it he turned to Hough- 
ton, who was sitting silently in one 
corner wishing he were miles away, and 
appealed to him confidently for support 
in his arguments. Instead, Houghton 
said quickly, in effect, that each play- 
goer must judge a play for himself 
and that if an audience did not see what 
he meant them to see, there must be 
something wrong with his ar | It is 
refreshing to run across a character 
like that among the successful dram- 
atists of the twentieth century.

SKELETON OF MASTODON 
IS FOUND IN VIRGINIA

Miguel Guerrero, a 
Mexican, was struck by a richochetting 
bullet while seated on a curbstone in 
Laredo and wounded. Many wounded 
constitutionalists crossed to the Amer- 
ican side and were cared for in impro- 
vised hospitals. 

Word from Hidalgo, Mexico, at 5 
o’clock this afternoon said 800 consti- 
tutionalist reinforcements were on 
their way tc Nuevo Laredo. They were 
expected to arrive during the night.

Examination of the field indicated 
that at one stage of the fight the con- 
stitutionalists cut off an’ entire com- 
pany of ftederals, mowing them down 
with both rifle and artillery fire, It 
was said not one of the sixty-five men 
in this company escaped. 

While thé number of constitutionalist 
cannon was not Known, some of their 
artillery fire was deadly, particularly 
from one gun reported to be in charge 
of a German marksman. 

The rebels three times attempted to 
rush the federal gntrenchments,. but 
machine gun fire each time drove them 
back. 

Federal officers claimed that a con- 
siderable portion of their forces, sta- 
tioned to the ‘west of the city, did not 
participate in the morning battle, being 
held as a reserve. 

Many contrivances, which appeared 
to be bombs shot from cannon, were 
found in the Nuevo Laredo downtown 
district. They had not exploded and 
did no serious damage to property by 
the impact. 

Just before the morning fighting 
its height the master mechanic 
of the National Railways of Mexico at 
Nuevo Laredo ran six locomotives to 
the American side. 


GRIFFIN MINUS BEER; 
NO SALOONS ARE OPEN 


Griffin, Ga., January 1.—(Special.)— 
Inder the operation of the new license 
fee fixed for near beer saloons, the 
three saloons doing business here dur- 
ing the past year last night closed 
their doors permanently, and it is now 
impossible to get a glass of beer le- 
gally within the limits of the city. 
~ The question of near beer has been of 
unusual importance here for over a 
vear. At first the tax was $5,000, and 
saloon operated under that tax. 
, January an effort to raise the 
$s,000 tax to $10,000 was defeated, and 
a tax of $6,000 was levied. Under the 
last named figure two saloons have 
done a flourishing business. 

The city council, ten days ago, voted 
that beer saloons from now on sihall 
pay a tax of $15,000 for the privilege. 
Not only is the license tax high, but 
the restrictions regarding the saloons 
are stringent. The applicant for a 
license must give $1,000 bond, subfect 
to forfeit, and must make oath that he 
has never Violated the state law. In 
his appleation he must have the writ- 
ten consent of property owners, and oc- 
cupants of all offices, stores, shops, 
residences and buildings within a ra- 
dius of 100 feet of the place where the 
proposed saloon is to be opened. 

It is not expected that a single sa- 
loon will open up for business here 
this year. Should one make the effort 
it is more than probable that the writ- 
ten eonsent of land Owners cannot be 
gained for its operation. Should this 
obstacle be overcome, the Law_ En- 
forcement league wil! kéep so close a 
watch on the workings of the saloon 
that it cannot sell the regular beer, but 
will be forced to sell the substitute, 
which is not profitable.

Mr. Bush asserted, however, that the 
United States, “if alive to its opportu- 
nities,” had nothing ‘to fear, and that 
the nation should hasten to the rescue 
of the south by meeting the control of 
the -Aississippi as a national problem. 
He added that levee protection for the 
alluvial lands in the Mississippi delta 
would add 15,000,000 acres of fertile 
wealth-producing area, whose cultiva- 
tion in cotton, sugar cane or diversified 
crops would yield many millions of 
dollars annually.

1. The bad economic conditiOns un- 
der which bituminous coal mines in the 
United States are now operated is un- 
fortunately such as to encourage rath- 
er than discourage hazardous and 
wasteful mipring. These. conditions 
should be improved. 

2. The coal mine’ owners and miners, 
with a few notable exceptions, do not 
co-operate with each other as fully as 


they shovld in making and enforcing, 


better rules and regulations for safety 
in the mines. Without this co-opera- 
tion all progress in safety is uncertain. 

3. The states should have more uni- 
form and more effective inspection 


laws, and should give bettér support to: 


their mine inspectors. 

4. The. national government is un- 
fortunately far behind the needs of the 
situation in its investigation in behalf 
of mine safety. The national bureau 
of mines is unfortunately unable to 
meet the demands from the miners or 
inspectors in different parts of the 
country for information to use in bet- 
ter safeguarding life in the mines. It 
has not for use in this work a build- 
ing or a laboratory worthy of the 
cause. It has not at its disposal suffi- 
cient men or equipment to enable it to 
meet these urgent needs. 

“The United States has a greater 
mining industry than any other coun- 
try,” said he. “If all these agencies 
will do their full duty we will in a 
few years set all the world a model 
of safety and efficiency.”

Many of the men locked 
out this morning have been in the 
employ of the company since its found- 
ing, and have rendered hard and effi- 
cient labor to make the institution the 
success that it has been. The compos- 
ing room was under the direct control 
of Mr. Graham, through his foreman, 
W. E. Lomax, a Christian gentleman 
and exper: printer, and Mr, Graham 
never hed any cause to complain, nor 
did he complain of incompetent men 
until he decided, some weeks ago, to 
lock out his men. Mr. Graham has de- 
clined to give to his old employees and 
myself the reasons for his actions, 
stating that there were reasons which 
he could not and would not tell me or, 
his men. 


Will Carry on Fight. 


“The entire force of printers locked | 
out, accumpanied by myself as presi- 
dent, appeared at the offices of the 
Index company this morning, at the 
regular hour, and stated to Mr. Gra- 
ham that they were ready to work 
under union conditions. Mr. Graham 
told them that it was impossible for 
him to do otherwise, and.they must go. 

“We shall carry on our fight against 
the company in a fair and honorable 
manner. There will absolutely be no 
disorder of any kind on our part. We 
ask the sympathies of the people of 
Atlanta, who, if they Knew the rea] 
motives which prompted Mr. Graham 
to take this action, [ am sure, would 
co-operate with the printers.” 

Did Not Walk Out, 


“In the afternoon papers it was stat- | 
ed that the printers in the Index com- 
posing room walked out because the 
manager, Mr. Graham, had adopted 
the open-shop policy. This-is a mis- 
representation of the facts. The prin- 
ters did not ywalk out. On the con- 
trary, Mr. ‘aham notified me as 
president, some days ago, that he 
would non-unionize his composing 
room on January 1. I agreed to 
submit to arbitration any question 
that influenced Mr. Graham’s decision, 
and he stated there was nothing to 
arbitrate, and refused my offer. I 
stated to him that if there was any 
grievance he had I would gladly arbi 
trate it, but still he refused. He stat- 
ed that his mind had been ‘made up,’ 
and that no one could cause him to 
change it. ; 

“On Wednesday afternoon Mr. Gra- 
ham went into the composing room 
and addressed his union printers and 
told them that he realized that thev 
had rendered the office efficient 
and faithful service, and eulogized 
them'‘in the highest terms. And giv- 
ing these men the highest recommen- 
dation as to character and workman- 
ship, he dismissed them from, his 
service and told them their pay checks 
were awaiting them in the office.

THE YEAR’S BRIGHT OUTLOOK! 


With the tariff law accepted and out of 
the way, the only doubt as to the resump- 
tion of business activity with the new year 
was as to whether or not the banks of the 
country, and especially the great banks that 
mold financial opinion, would co-operate to 
make the new currency law a_— success. 
Regardless of the excellence of the law 
itself, its effectiveness. depended largely 
upon the attitude of the country’s financial 
interests toward it. 

That doubt is already virtually 
pated. The national banks have sixty days 
to comply with the provisions of the law. 
Scarcely a week after the affixing of the 
president’s signature, the treasury depart- 
ment issues a statement to the effect that 
banks representing one-fourth of the na- 
tional banking capital of the country have 
already signified intention to qualify. In 
addition,.forty-nine state banks and twenty- 
three trust companies have made similar 
declaration. With that percentage of the 
financial institutions of the country accept- 
ing the new law within a few days, the 
process of including all the important 
banks in the system becomes merely a per- 
functory one. Fér with the tremendous 
support already accorded the law, every in- 
stitution hoping to. compete upon equal 
terms for business will have to qualify in 
self-defense. 

The attitude generally of financial inter- 
ests and the buoyancy with which they ap- 
proach the new currency system is indi- 
cated in the following expression from the 
weekly bulletins of one of the greatest and 
most conservative banking institutions in 
New York city, which says: 


dissi- 


The enactment of the new currency 
act on December 23 was a development 
of the highest importance, which will 
unquestionably have a beneficial influ- 
ence upon the whole business and 
financial world. There is every indica- 
tion that nearly all of the important 
national banks will enter the new sys- 
tem, and tn the course of time a great 
many state institutions will join. The 
senate amendments materially strength- 
en the act, and althcigh there may still 
be room for some improvement, the de. 
fects, whatever they are, can be cor- 
rected later on. One important point 
to remember is that the United States 
has rebuilt its currency system so that 
today there exists a distinct element of 
co-operation which will be of the 
greatest importance in times of stress 
or acute money market stringency. 


Continuing, this authority gives 
utterance to this optimistic prophecy: 

“The indications are that within the 
next few weeks a great many projects will 
be taken up that could not be successfully 
launched last year because of money mar- 
ket uncertainties and of the unrest regard- 
ing politics.” 

Those uncertainties are disappearing. 
The unrest is yielding to the definite assur-

year 1913 wrought more radical changes of 
a national nature than any year since the 
eivil war. The one question is not as to 
the permanence of these changesybut as to 
the personnel and the designations of the 
political parties to which the American 
people may entrust their continued and pro- 
gressive execution. 

The superficial observer would be in- 
clined to accord to the return of democratic 
dominion the distinction of being the most 
significant development of the year. But 
that occurrence, freighted as it is with im- 
portance, is subordinate to the corollary of 
the proposition—and that is the bona fide 
renationalization of American politics for 
the first time since the peace of Appomat- 
tox. The tremendous meaning of this chap- 
ter is seen in the fact that the president of 
the United States, a southern man, was 
elected by the most non-sectional vote in 
fifty years; it is seen even more conclu- 
sively in the fact that the bulk of the funda- 
mental legislation of the year, legislation in 
itself constituting an epoch, was framed 
and enacted by the genius of southern 
statesmanship. 

And here is the clinching argument for 
the contention that our politics has at last 


| merged into true nationalism: 


The acceptance of and the praise of leg- 
islation originating in sources blended of 
democracy but free of geography, come with 
a non-partisan fervor and a non-geographical 
indorsement. As much cannot accurately 
be said for the sentiments that greeted pre- 
vious and fragmentary products of sporadic 
democratic regimes preceding the one now 
abiding. 

This leads us logically to a quick diag- 
nosis of the legislation which discloses this 
national amity. The tariff and currency re- 
vision effected by congress in one year 
crystallizes a hational demand that had 
been growing for three decades. The pros- 
pects now are that the country, without re- 
spect to partisanship, whole-heartedly in- 
dorses this fundamental legislation. The 
further point is that President Wilson, in 
his acceptance of the remarkable volunteer 
offer of the American Bell at “bloodless” 
dissolution, seems to be working toward a 
panic-proof solution of the vexed regulation 
of “big business.” If that policy can be 
made practical, and “big business” appears 
as eager as the government to avoid trouble, 
there remains only as a thorn in the nation’s 
side the problem of conservation, with the 
possible complication of having to discipline 
a too-extravagant congress. The president’s 
success thus far in these directions and his 
notable temperance of temperament give 
promise of reconciling these potential mak- 
ers of trouble. The same reasoning applies 
to the Mexican situation. 

This said as to the past, what as to the 
future? With some show of reason, polit- 
ical experts have been predicting the disin- 
tegration of the democratic party and re- 
alignment along lines chiming more faith- 
fully with intellectual conviction. Has not 
the first year of democratic dominion either 
paved the way to the’ idisproving of that 
prophecy or pushed its fulfillment into the 
background? It seems logical to assume 
that any: political organization that can sur- 
vive and hold its allegiance over a gruelling 
test period such as the past year provided 
ought to be able to stay together in the 
future over policies that cannot possibly be 
more fundamental than those already ad- 
justed. There looms, of course, the menace 
of a rejuvenated republican party, and it 
would be suicidal to discount the danger. 
But the continued dissensions between bull 
moose and the old guard, and the specula- 
tive character of the effort to purge repub- 
lican conventions of the “black and tan” 
contimgents still place opposition to the de- 
mocracy at a decided handicap. 

So we get down to these 
premises: | 

(1) The democracy to continue its soli- 
darity; (2) the democracy to continue to 
satisfy the nation on fundamental legisla- 
tion. If these two premises are observed. 
and opposition to democracy given nothing 
substantial upon which to build, this conclu- 
sion is logical and almost inevitable: 

A constructive and non-sectional regime 
by democracy, stretching over a period of 
indefinite length. That is the most chal- 
lenging possibility of a year that stands out 
in national history.

THE TRIAL OF CHARLES I. 


of England, was tried 
before the high court of Justice at West- 
minster, on January 20, 1648, for tyranny, 
treason and murder. The arrogant man- 
ner in which Charles attempted to dominate 
over parliament was the first step in his 
eventual downfall Civil war broke out, 
many engagements took place with a varied 
success, but on the king’s defeat at Naseby, 
he retired to Oxford, and on the approach 
of Fairfax, the pariiamentary general, he 
threw himself on the protection of the Scots, 
who sold him to the parliament. 

Charles was finally arrested by a party of 
tive hundred horsemen, under the command 
of Cornet Joyce, who rushed into his pres- 
ence with pistols and told him he must 
go along with them. Resistance, of course, 
was in vain, and Charles, stepping into his 
coach, was safely conducted to the army. 

Finally Charles was brought to trial. 
The indictment read in part as_ follows: 
“Whereas it is notorious that Charles Stuart, 
now king of England, hath hada wicked de- 
sign totally to subvert the ancient and fun- 
damental laws and liberties of this nation, 
and in their stead to introduce an arbitrary 
and tyrannical government, and he hath 
prosecuted with fire and sword, levied and 
maintained a cruel war in the land against 
the parliament and kingdom, therefore we 
discharge him, the said Charles Stuart, 
with the crimes and treason mentioned, and 
demanded that he appear to answer chese 
charges.” 

The trial was begun 
sixty-five members sat 
John Bradshaw as lord president. On this 
day it was demanded that the prisoner be 
sent for, and he appeared in about a quarter 
of an hour. The charge, which was a long 
one. was read to him. During its reading 
the king sat in his chair, looking sometimes 
on the court, sometimes up to the galleries, 
and then rising up turned about to behold 
the guards and spectators. Then he would 
sit down with a majestic and unmoved 
countenance, and sometimes’ smiled, es- 
pecially at the words tyrant, traitor, mur- 
derer, and public enemy to the common- 
weath. 

When the king had heard the charge 
demanded to know by what power he 
ealled hither, and upon his refusal t»9 
swer the charges, he was ordered to 
taken away by the guards. 

The court convened again two days later, 
and’ proceeded to consider the King’s be- 
havior, and decided that when he was again 
before them, they were resolved 
that he must answer to the charge. Should 
he refuse a second time, it was ordered 
that the president shoule command the clerk 
to demand of him, in the name of the court, 
the following: 

“Charles Stuart, you are accused in the 
name of; the people of England of divers 
high crimes and treasons, which charge has 
been read unto you; the court requires you 
to give a positive answer, whether you con- 
fess or deny the charge, having determined 
that vou ought to answer the same.” 

The royal prisoner was again brought 
before the tribunal. The charge was put to 
him, and again he refused to answer. There- 
upon a great many witnesses were cailed. 
who, one after the other, testified against 
the king. 

On the 27th, it was ordered that the king 
brought to the Painted Chamber to re- 
his sentence. The charge was put to 
him for the last time, and refusing to an- 
swer it, Broughton, the clerk, read the fol- 
lowing: “For all wnich treason and crimes, 
this court doth adjudge that he, the said 
Charles Stuart, as a tyrant, traitor, murderer 
and public enemy, shall be put to death by 
severing his head from his body.” 

The king asked to be heard, 
informed him not after his 
he was taken by, the gua-ds 
Cotton’s house, and as he 
the rude soldiers scoffed at him, blew the 
smoke of their tobacco in his face and one, 
more insolent than the rest, spit in his face, 
which his Majesty patiently wiped off, tak- 
ing no further notice of it. 

Afterwards the king, hearing that he 
was to be executed the next day, before 
his palace at Whitehall, sent an officer with 
the request that he might see his children 
before his death, which was granted him. 
The warrant for his Majesty's execution 
was signed on the 29th, and the next day 
he was beheaded shortly after noon.

ON NEW YEAR'S DAY: 


For the First Time in More 


Than Century--Diplomatic' 


Corps Entertained by Ses- 
retary and Mrs. Bryan. 


Washington, January 1.—New Year's 
day in the capital passed over without 
a white house reception for the first 
time in more than a cextury. 

In the absence of President Wil- 
son a breakfast to the diplomatic corps 
by Secretary and Mrs. Bryan was the 
principal social function. More than 
three hundred guests gathered with the 
Fecretary of state at his home. Prac- 
tically all the ambassadors, ministers 
and members of the embassy and le- 
gation staffs, with the women of their 
families, were present.
